THERE WAS A GREAT INCREASE. 


Number of Pupils in Schools of the 
United States During Past Year. 
Washington, October 19.—The annval re- 

port of the commissioner of education, 

just submitted to the secrétary of the In- 
terfor, shows ‘that the grand total of 
pupils in schools, elementary, secondary 
end higher, both public and private, in 
the United States for the year ended 

June 30, 1901, was 17,299,230, an increase of 

278,520 pupils over the previous year. Of 

this number the enrollment of pupils in 

ins{jtutions supported by general and 
local taxes furnished by states and muni- 

cipalities was 15,710,3%, as against 15,443,- 

462, the number reported for the previous 

vear. Beside these there were certain 

special institutions lke city evening 
schools, business schools, schools for In- 
dians, reform scnools, schools connected 
with asylums, schools for cookery, and 
other speciai trades and vocations, all en- 
rolling nearly a half milhon pupils. Add- 
ing the enrollment in these special schools 
tc that for general education, the aggre- 
gate is something over seventeer and 
three-fourths milhons of 9ur population 
that received education for @ jonger or 
shorter period during the year ending 


June 30, 1901. 

The value of property used for public 
school purposes has arisen to $576,963 089 
from $130,380,008 in 1870, and the expendli- 
tures’ for the common schools (including 
elementary and secondary schools, but 
excluding all institutions for higher edu- 
cation) amounted to $226,043,236, having 
risen to this sum from $63,596,666 in 1876. 
In 1870 the expenditure for schools per 
capita of the population was $1.64; the 
past year it was $2.93 per capita of the 
population, the highest that it has ever 
been. It was an increase of 10 cents to 
each man, woman and gchild over the 
year previous. The average attendance of 
each pupil for the entire number enrolled 
was 99 days for the year, an increase of 
24 days over the previous year.

Trying To Save Property 
of Employer. 


SURROUNDED BY FLAMES 
BEFORE AWARE OF DANGER

Charlotte, N. C., October 19.—A special 
to The Observer from Hamlet, N. C., says: 

Fire, which broke out at the cotton com- 
press here about noon, destroyed propesty 
valued at $225,000, and caused the death of 
J. M. Wilson, of Clarksville, Ga., book- 
keeper for the compress company, and a 
nephew of George E. Wilson, of Charlotte. 
The compress was owned by the Seaboard 
Air Line Company, and was leased by PE: 
E. Johnson, of Raleigh. The Pee Dee ice 
plant, one of the largest in the state, 2,400) 
bales of cotton and a quantity of burlap 
and bagging were also burned. 

Bookkeeper Wilson was playing a 
stream of water on the fire and did not 
notice that he was being surrounded by 
the rapidly spreading flames until too late. 
When he attempted to escape he found all 
avenues cut off. After the fire his body 
was found within a few feet of a doorway. 
It could be identified only by the watch, 
keys and belt buckle found on it.

Chicago, October 19.—The Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor went on record as a 
“strike breaker’’ today, when, by an al- 
most unanimous vote of the delegates, the 
striking members of the Wholesale Gro- 
cers’ Employees Unton were ordered to re- 
turn to work pending the settlement of 
their troubles by arbitration. Five large 
stores had been tied up and two more were 
threatened. 

This action on the part of the federa- 
tion was brought about by the fact that 
its executive board was a party to an 
agreement between the wholesale grocers 
and their men which was drawn up in 
September. The paper contained pro- 
visions for the arbitration of all difficul- 
ties and the strike was called on Friday 
before any such arbitration had taken 
place.

WITHOUT ANY TROUBLE 


More Than Two Days—Presi- 
dent Mitchell To Preside. - 


To Recommend Accept- 
» of Plan. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., October 19.—Delegates 
to the anthracite mine workers’ conven- 
tion, which will meet in the Nesbitt 
theater, this city; at 10 o’clock tomorrow 
forenoon for the purpose of accepting or 
rejecting the proposition of President 
Roosevelt to end the strike and submit 
all grievagces to the arbitration commis- 
sion appointed by him, began arriving 
here today, and about one-fourth of the 
700 or 800 delegates to the convention are 
now in the city. Many of the delegates 
are instructed in various features of the 
settlement, but a majority of them will 
follow the advice and judgment of Presi- 
dent Mitchell, 

There 1s nothing on the surface tonight 
that gives indication that the convention’ 
will not vote.to send the men to work 
this week, with the probabihties still in 
favor of Thursday as the day of re- 
sumption. A notigeable thing among the 
delegates was their cheerfulness. All the 
delegates who were spoken to regarding 
the action of tomvorrow’s convention ap- 
peared to have ho fear that a hitch 
might occur which would disarrarnge the 
present peaceful grend of affairs. The 
principle quéstion’ outside of the great 
question of accepting or rejecting Presi- 
dent Roosev:;it’s propositions of the strike. 
settlement will be of the men getting 
their old positions, ' 

A large number of men fear that in the 
of them may fall to get work... They 
want some agsurance from the conven- 
tio nthat they -will be able fo get the po- 
sitions they occupied before the sus- 
pension was ordered. It is likely this ele- 
ment from the three districts will join 
forces and make a concerted fight on the 
floor of the convention for some specific 
action. In the face of the fact that the 
operators are on record that they. will 
not dismiss one man who stood by them 
during the struggle, it “is going to be a 
serious problem to solve. The debate, it 
is beMeved, will take up a great deal of 
the time of the convention, which is ex- 
pected to last not more than two days. 
The meeting, in all likelihood, will be 
held behind closed doors after formal or- 
ganization 1s effected. President Mitchell % 
will be elected chairman, and during the 
first session, in an openng speech to the 
delegates, he will lay the plan of arbi- 
tration submitted by the president of the 
United States before them for action. 
He will recommend that it be accepted 
and the men return to work as quickly 
as the coal companies can provide work. 
National Secretary W. B. Wilson will 
tea, selected as secretary; and he will 
have as assistants, the district secre- 
taries. 

The first delegates to make their ap- 
pearance came from Bernice, a remote 
point in the anthracite codi field, where 
the small coa] beds are of a semi-bitum- 
inous character. At noon a big delega- 
tion, headed by District Secretary George 
Hertlein and Organizer Paul Pulaski, ar- 
rived over the Central railroad af New 
Jersey from the Shamokin and Schuyl- 
kill regions. ' 

There were no reports of disturbances 
at military headquarters today from any 
region affected by the strike. 

President Mitchell had many callers to- 
day. Most of the delegates‘who arrived 
today called and paid their respects and 
congratulated him on the near ending of 


the struggle.

St. Paul, Minn., October 19.—James 
Younger, formerly a member of the no- 
torlous James band of outlaws, which 


infested the western country a quarter 
of a century ago, committed suicide to- 
day by shooting. On a bureau in, the 
room was found a long manila envelope, 
on one side of which was written: 
“To all that is good and true I 
and bid farewell. JIM YOUNGER’ ” 
On the other side of the envelope were 
these words: 
Be rae goodby. 
relatives just stay awa 

No crocodile tears waviée. eo 

Reporters, be my friend. Burn me up. 

“JIM YOUNGER.” 

_The envelope contained a package of 

ters that had passed between Younger 
and a lady with whom he is said to have 
been much in love. .The lady, whois 
prominently connected, ig said to have | 
Feciprocated his affection and it was re- 
ported at one time that they were to be 
married. 
The lady's relatives raised strenuous 
objections to the wedding, and a further 
obstacle was the fact that a paroled 
prisoner could not legally contract a 
marriage. The couple determined to dis- 
regard the objections of relatives and an 
effort was made to overcome the obsta- 
cles to their marriage by securing from 
the state board of pardon a full pardon 
and restoration to citizenship. This ef- 
fort failed, and this, it is thought, had 
much to 46 with Younger’s determina- 
tion to end his life. The lady is said to 
be now in Boise, Idaho, for her health. 

On another sheet of paper Younger had 
written this message, evidently his last 
word before committing suicide: 

“Qetaber 18—Last night on earth. So 
go DY, lassie, for I still think-of thee. 
A. U. G. forgive me, for this ig my only 
chance. I have done nothing wrong. But 
politics is all that Van Sant, Wolfer and 
othersof their stripe care for. Let the 
people judge. Treat me right anq fair, 
reporters, for Iam a.square man, a social- 
ist and decidedly in favor of woman's 
rights. Bryan is the brightest man these 
United States hag ever produced. His one 
mistake was in not coming out for ail 
the people and absoluté®socialism. Come 
out, Bryan. There is no such thing as a 
personal God. God is universal and 
know him well and not afraid.” 


Finding of the Body. 

The suicide is supposed to have oc- 
curred about 8 o’clock this morning. 
Younger occupied a room in a down- 
town block, and when he did not make 
his appearance as usual today search 
was made for him. About 5 o'clock this 
afternoon the door of his room was 
broken in and his dead body found 
stretched on the floor beside the bed, a 
revolver clutched in his right hand. He 
had shot himself through the head and 
evidenfly had roy dead for several 
hours. 

Younger, since his parole from the state 
penitentiary in July of last year, has led 
an exemplary life. His first employment 
was as traveling agent for a tombstone 
dealer, and on one of his trips he was 
quite seriously hurt by a fall from a 
wagon. Old wounds he had received ear- 
lier in Hfe gave him much trouble, and 
although he soon obtained lighter em- 
ployment his health was precarious, and 
this caused him much worriment. He 


was 54 years of age. 

James Younger was the youngest of 
three brothers, Robert, Coleman and 
James Younger, who between the years 
of 1866 and 1873 gained great notoriety 
through their association with Jesse and 
Frank James. The band, headed by 
Jesse James, was charged with innumer- 
able robberies of banks ané@ railroad 
trains, in the execution of which mapy 
desperate encounters took place apd a 
number of men were killed. The band 
had served through the civil war, fight- 
ing on the side of the confederacy with 
Quantrell and his guerrillas. 

Capture of the Youngers. 

The scene of most of their alleged post- 
bellum depredations was the state of 
Missouri and those states adjacent there- 
to, but in September, 1876, the band en- 
tered Minnesota, traversing the state as 
far as the little town of Northfield, in 
Rice county. There, on September 7, af- 
ter terrorizing the people on the street, 
an attempt was made to loot the First 
national bank. Cashier J. lL. Heywood, 
who wes in charge of the bank, made a 
plucky fight, and was shot and killed, 
but not, however, until he had wounded 
one or more of the raiders. The citizens 
of Northfield, quickly recovering from 
their panic, armed themseives and etarted 
in pursuit of the desperadoes, who had 
mounted their herses and were attempt- 
ing to escape. A week was spent in their 
desperate retreat, the pursuing posse of 
citizens time and again coming into con- 
tact with the bandits and exchanging 
shots with them. The raiders were han- 
dicapped in their retreat by the wound- 
ed, whom they were endeavoring to carry 
along with them, and finally, in a thick 
wood, the posse succeeded in surrounding 
them. A battle ensued in which three of 
the members of the gang were killed and 
the three Younger brothers were captured. 
Jesse James and the remainder of the 
outlaws succeeded in making their eecape. 

All of the Younger brothers had been 
wounded in the series of battles that had 
marked their retreat, and on this day

Got Bill Changed To Pay a Negro 75

Augustus B. Holmes disappeared in At- 
lanta on Saturday, October ll, over a. 


1 week ago, and after waiting and search- 


ing for him all that time, the family has 
appealed to the police. They believé he 
Mas been foully dealt with and that the 
motive of the deed was robbery, as the 
missing man had over one hundred dol- 
lars with him when he left home on the 
evening of October 11. 

He was iast seen with a negro, one of 
many who work for him, and the negro 
knew he had a roll of bills in his pocket. 
The detectives are at work on the case, 
and while some of them are inclined to 
think the man may have left the city.on 
businss, others think that when he is 
found he will not be alive. 

Holmes was a grading contractor and 
employed a large force of negro hands, 
and he had to mix and mingle with them 
on Saturday nights to pay them off. They 
all knew that on Saturdays he carried a 
large sum of money on his person. 
Holmes. was last seen at 8 o'clock on 
Saturday evening, October ll. He left 
home Saturday morning and returned at 
4 in tne afternoon for dinner. He left 
a second. time and returned about 7 
o'clock. At that time a negro was with 
him. Holmes asked his wife for 7 cents 
in change to pay the negro for a day's 
work. There was no change in the house 
and Holmes and the negro went together 
to Sharp’s store across the street. There 
Holmes had a $5 bill cnanged and handed 
the negro the 75 cents due him. Sharp 
saw this.

While the Mad Mullah’s Forces Were 
Driven Back, the British Lost 
Severely — Cobb Reports 
Fifty Killed, Including 
Some Officers. 


London, October 19.—The foreign office 
nas issued an undated dispatch from Col- 
onel Cobb, commanding one of the col- 
umns of British forces operating against 
the Mad Mullah tn Somaliland. The dis- 
patch was forwarded through the British 
vice consu] at Berbera, Somaliland. The 
British forces engaged were composed 
entirely of native troops and levies. Col- 
onel Cobb’s dispatch says: 

“My force reached Erego tails morn- 
ing. When about one day’s march north 
of Mudug it was attacked in the thick 
bush. Two advances were made and 
the enemy was beaten back in the morne- 
ing.

Gohn Redmond and John Dillon the

in History. 


Boston, October 19.—Ireland’s foes were 
denounced by speakers at two monster 
‘meétings in Symphony hall and the Hol- 
Ris Street theater tonight. The receptions 
by the United Irish League to John E. 
Redmond, M. P., chairman of the Irish 
parliamentary party; Michael Davitt, 
John Dillon, M. P., and the Hon. Edward 
Blake, M. P., who are envoys to the 
National convention in Faneuil hall to- 
morrow, took the form of public meetings 
at Symphony hall. Mr. Redmond said 
that words could not portray the impor- 
tance of these meetings and the conven- 
tion to Ireland’s cause. He said that all 
the power and wealth of the English 
nation is being used in a reckless at- 
tempt to crush the spirit of freedom in 
Ireland. 

“We are near the end of the contest,” 
said Mr. Redmond. ‘“‘The violence of the 
attacks of the British government on the 
Irish Land League portends this end, and 
every assistance should be given to those 
across the water who are fighting the 
cause of Ireland with such magnificent 
courage, self-sacrifice and generosity.” 

Mr. Redmond then went on to say that 
the envoys were here to secure the gen- 
€rous support of the many members of 
the Irish race in this country. He said 
that never in the history of the Trish 
party was-it as united as it was today 
in fhe house of commons, and that if all 
the leaders were to be imprisoned, na- 
tionalists in every city, town, hamlet and 
district .would spring up and fill their 
places,

RUSSIA LEADS IN PETROLEUM. 


Output 16,000,000 More Barrels 
Than United States. 

Washington,. October 19.—A bulletin is- 
sued by the United States geological sur- 
vey on the subject of Russian and Amer- 
feati petroleum production says since 1897 
Russia has produced more petroleum 
than the United States, last. year the 
Output in Russia being 85,000,000 barrels, 
and in the United States 69,000,000 barrels. 
The facilities for handling the large Rus- 
sian product are at present crude, costly 
and wasteful. The markets are far away 
from the production. During 1900 Russia 
Produced about 17,800,000 short. tons of 
coal, the higher grades of which sell 
from $7 to $8 per ton. During the same 
year the United States produced abbdut 
270,000,000 short tons of coal. All the coun- 
tries bordering on the Mediterranean are 
Poorly supplied with fuel. Two-thirds 
of the total production of ofl at Baku 
(about 81,000,000 barrels in 1901) now find 
a market as fuel oil. The total petroleum 
exports from Russia in 1901 were 428,667,- 
210, and from the United States during 
the same year 1,062,750,306 gallons. The 
very great difference between the petro- 
leum of the United States and that of 
Russia is shown in the statistics of re- 
fined petroleum. Of the total world’s 
production of crude petroleum in 190. 
165,385,733 barrels, the United States pro- 
duced 69,389,194 barrels, or 41.97 per cent, 
and Russia produced 85,168,556 barrels, or 
61.49 per cent; and yet of the total pro- 
Guction of refined petroleum of all grades 
in 1901, estimated at 1,500/000,000 gallons 
for all countries, the United States pro- 
duced 911,120,944 gallons, or 60.7 per cent, 
nd Russia 414,122,999 gallons, or only 
@.7 per cent.

Castro and His Forces Came Near 
Being Annihilated on Account 
of Their Ammunition Run- 
Short—Talk with 

@ Rebel Leader. 


Washington, October 19.—In a telegram 
to the state department, dated Caracas, 
October 18, and received here at 5 o’clock 
this afternoon, Minister Bowen stdted 
that the revolutionary army had with- 
drawn from near La Victoria and that It 
was believed the battle was not ended. He 
also stated that the government troops 
still held Valencia. 

A later dispatch, dated 10:45 this (Sun- 
day) forenoon, from the same source, 
etated that the battle had ended with 
no decisive resuft. 

Talk with Rebel Leader. 

Willemstad, Island of Curacao, October 
19.—One of the leaders of the Matos 
revolution in Venezuela, who is at pres- 
ent in Caracao, has furnished the following 
details and explanation of the retreat 
of the revolutionary army from La Vic- 
toria. He says the rebels only abandoned 
the fight after being convinced that La 
Victoria was impregnable, and after Pres- 
ident Castro had refused to come out and 


Victoria. Twice did the revolutionary 
general attempt to force President Cas- 
tro to take the offensive and twice the 
president refused. When the rebel rein- 
forcements arrived at La Victoria last 
Thursday, President Castro and ais forces 
were located at a point on the German 
railroad. The rebels made a detour of 
the city and cut off the only road of 
retreat open to the government forces. 

They were then short of ammunition 
and had it not been for the arrival o,,a 
train bringing themy 500,000 cartridges,*it 
is believed that Castro’s forces would 
have been annihilated. Preparations for 
their retreat had already been ordered. 
The revolutionists stationed near Cara- 
cas some 1,200 men, under the command 
of General Ramos are alone responsible 
for the retreat of General Mendoza. They 
permitted the train carrying ammunition 
to the government to leave Caracas and 
reach La Victoria. This train had an es- 
cort of only one hundred men. The men 
under Ramos did not attack it, nor did 
they destroy one of the eighty-bridges be- 
tween Caracas and La Victoria over which 
the railroad runs. 

An added proof that the government 
suffered terribly in the La Victoria fight 
from the repeated attacks of the rebels 
is found in.the fact that President Cas- 
tro does not pursue General Mendoza. The 
latter’s plan in withdrawing from La Vic- 
toria is to oblige President Castro to 
abandon the position he holds there. 

Tne rebels suffered losses, but the gov- 
ernment did also. 

President Castro's forces are reduced 
to 3,100 men, while General Matos still 
has 9,000 men in the field. It was not a 
rout, but a methodical retreat. 

In conclusion, the rebel officer said that 
the revolutionists within a few days would 
be found near Caracas.

Some Lessons of the Clouds. 


New York Tribune: Straws show 
which way the wind blows, and so do 
the clouds.- But as clouds float at much 
greater elevations than straws they sup- 
ply much more information, To the prac- 
tical meteorologist the direction and ve- 
lecity of the wind are of importance in 
forecasting. To the theoretical meteor- 
Ologist, who has yet much to learn about 
the motions of the air, they are likely 
to reveal facts hitherto unsuspected. In 
the latest number of The Monthly 
Weather Review, for instance, Professor 
Frank H. Bigelow presents some new 
ideas concerning the circulation of the 
atmosphere which are based on recent 
studies of the clouds under the auspices 
of the United States weather bureau. 
Something like 25,000,000 observations. were 
made with nepheloscopes, and these were 
supplemented by 6,000 observations with 
surveying instruments to determine 
heights. This work was conducted ovcr 
an area that embraced a part of Canada 
as well as the United States, and ex- 
tended from the Rockies to the Atlantic, 
One complete year was devoted to making 
the record, so as tO correct seasonal de- 
viations; both high and low pressure 
areas. were scrutinized, gnd the clouds 
were observed up to a height of over six 
miles, below which level lieS more’ than 
two-thirds of’the whole quantity of the 
atmosphere. The data appear to be am- 
ple enough, therefore, to justify certain

“The most novel.of the opinions which 


Professor Bigelow is thus led to adopt is 
that the late William Ferrel’s conceptions 
of the interchange of air between the 
equator and the poles were not alto 
gether correct. Ferrel thought that 
there was a generally northward move- 
ment at very great elevations, and a 
southward movement down near the 
earth. In other words, he believed that 
the equatorial and polar currents flowed 
at difterent levels. When Professor Bige- 
low comes tO sum up the motions of all 
the clouds included in the suf\sy under 
discussion, he finds that there is a sys- 
tematic eastward flow, whose veloocity 
steadily increases with altitude, but that 
height has practically nothing to do with 
motion at right angles thereto. At each 
of half a dozen planes between the 
earth's surface and the 6mile limit the 
northward drift is almost exactly com- 
pensated by the southward drift.

A more 
serious bear factor for irons, however, 
was found in the numerous price reduc- 
tions on half rolled tron goods and the 
publication of more annual reports which 
disappointed the nfarket. The foregoing 
factors resulted in an average drop in 
irons of about 5 points. 

Coal shares showed considerable rest- 
ing power during the week, owing to in- 
creasing *oal exports to France. This 
increase brought the daily loadings in 
the Essen district to the highest figure 
for several years. Nevertheless, coal

Lendérs are 
now not inclined to buy three months’ 
bills, because dearer money is expected 
toward the end of the year.

Plenty of Money at London. 

London, October 19.—The continued 
abundance of money, combined with the 
easing monetary conditions tn the United 
States and the news regarding the set- 
tlement of the coal strike, caused ‘a 
cheerfulness on the stock exchange last 
week such as hag not been known for 
months. The plentifulness of money is 
largely explained by the fact that th 
government has disbursed nearly sixty 
millions of dollars within the past ten 
days. It is expected, however, that the 
present superabundance of money to loan 
will disappear this week, thus bringing 
the market back to the bank, which wil] 
resume its customary control. A conse- 
quent general hardening of money will 
also be effected. Financiers are appre- 
hensive that unless the market prices 
of money closely approximate the bank’s 
minimum fate of 4 per cent, the latter’s 
reserve, which is already rather low, 
will be considerably decreased by foreign 
demands for gold, which may possibfy 
necessitate a further rise fn the rate. 

The upward movement of prices on 
the stock exchange, which began on the 
announcement of the plan to settle the

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That Odious Tariff Example. 

In the heat of a congressional cam- 
paign, with the presidential election 
keynote of “Stand pat!” In the air and 
the high priests of republicanism mut- 
tering anathemas upon the apostate 
head of him who would lay 4 sacrileg- 
ious hand upon the tariff fetish, the 
republican party is confused almost 
to the verge of panic by the dangerous 
contretemps the anthracite coal strike 
has precipitated in its bearing on the 
question of import duties. Early in 
the game, when it was seen that the 
colleries of Great Britain would have 
to be drawn on to avert a disastrous 
coal famine at the threshold of win- 
ter, the republicans pointed with ap- 
parent pride to the fact that anthra- 
cite coal was on the free list. Then 
the colliers came steaming across the 
Atlantic laden with British coal, and— 
‘alas, for republican equanimity!—the 
characteristic tricks of republican tar- 
iff juggling were laid bare to the 
American people. The coal being im- 
ported to avert incomprehensible dis- 
aster and suffering was required to 
pay a duty of 67 cents per ton. 

The Dingley bill pirates put anthra- 
cite on the free list for the same rea- 
son that they put a few other items on 
ine free list—there was absolutely na 
foreign competition in the commodity 
and could be none. To make assur- 
ance doubly sure that the coal barons 
of America would be inviolably “pro- 
tected,” the sagacious tariff builders 
proceeded to define anthracite as com- 
prehended by the schedule to mean 
“eoal containing not less than 92 
per centum of fixed carbon.” 
Now, England has plenty of coal 
that is properly classed as an- 
thracite, but it happens to fall a 
little short of 92 per centum of carbon, 
when put to an analysis. Even the ex- 
cellent hard coal of Wales cannot 
reach that high standard of purity. 
All coal which did not come under this 
impossible requirement was taxed 
“g7 cents per ton of 28 bushels, 80 
pounds to the bushel.” Thus were the 
anthracite operators of Pennsylvania, 
who control practically every ton of 
high-grade hard coal yet discovered 
under earth’s crust, insured against 
foreign importations under ordinary 
market conditions, while the public 
‘was deluded into the belief that the 
tariff barrier had been thrown down, 
since bituminous coal could hardly be 
classed an as import possibility. 

Secretary of the Navy Moody, who 
has been spellbinding in the west, 
where tariff revision is not wholly re- 
garded as false republicanism, has 
been so worried by pointed inquiries 
anent the righteousness of the coal 
tax that he felt constrained to break 
out of the protection reservation to 
the extent of declaring with heat that 
the coal tariff was “smuggled into the 
Dingley bill in a sneaking and cow- 
ardly manner,” and would have to be 
repealed by congress instanter. 

The secretary’s explanation as to 
republican methods will apply to pret- 
ty much every item on the tariff sched- 
ule. The repubHcan congressmen who 
voted a 67 cent tax on foreign coal 
knew well they were cutting out for- 
eign coal. The concrete details of the 
accomplishment were ambiguous 
enough to deceive the average, citizen, 
as they were meant to be. The same 
dissembling was practiced wherever 

possible by the Dingley cabal. But 
for the dire emergency of the existing 
coal famine, most of us would still la- 
bor under the delusion that the an- 
thracite trust of Pennsylvania has no 
tariff protection. We have known all 
aligng that it could need none for no 
possible reason other than robbery.

Now comes Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Shaw to the reltef of the coal- 
importing public in a manner that may 
be “sneaking and cowardly,” techni- 
cally, if not morally. This cabinet of- 
ficer has been spellbinding of late in 
New England, where he found the 
wooden nutmeg industry in an ugly 
humor on account of the duty on coal. 
He heard mutterings which threat- 
ened to swell into outright revolt 
against the beautiful principle of pro- 
tection. So Secretary Shaw, whose 
department does the hold-up act at 
the wharf, tipped a wink to the cus- 
toms collectors, which, in effect, bade 
them do their party the timely service 
of considering the coal coming from 
the United Kingdom a very high grade 
of anthracite, without being teo in- 
quisitive in its actual analysis, This | 
is what the recent order of the treas- 
ury department to customs officers to 
facilitate the importation of coals as 
much as possible, is taken to mean, 
and we can depend upon it that the 92 
per centum carbon provision stands 
suspended for partisan, if not humane, 
reasons, until necessity for further 
importations is temoved. Hereto- 
fore the duty has been “rigidly 
imposed, and the coal being imported 
is known to fall quite short of, the 
prescribed test. Oollector Stranah&n, 
of the port of New York, said, after 
réceiving the new order, that where 
an importer’s papers show that the 
coal contains the requisite amount of 
carbon no question will be raised on 
that score and the coal admitted duty 
free. It goes without saying that the 
coal importers will see that their pa-. 
pers are made out strong enough, from 
now on. Thus by beating the devil 
around the stump will coal be free, in- 
deed. ; 

7-—eoOoOororo— 
Miners’ Wages and Living. 

Undoubtedly the great coal strike, 
which all but turned a cataelysm loose 
upon the country, had its origin in the 
failure of wages to keep proportioned 
to the cost of living. In the coal re- 
gion, as everywhere else, the trouble 
has been a one-sided prosperity. The 
necessaries of life, almost without ex- 
ception, have advanced beyond the av- 
erage wage-earner’s ability to supply 
his family with them, and the stress 
of living for the mass has _ in- 
tensified in the face of what is ill- 
advisedly denominated general pros- 
perity. This has served to neutralize 
the much-lauded effect of republician 
economic policies, and; ‘ naturally 
enough, has acted as a boomerang 
upon that party. A campaign waged 
now upon a “let well enough alone” 
platform, as is unanimously advised 
by republican leaders, would invite 
some statistical comparisons to their 
great discomfiture. As The Constitn- 
tion has heretofore shown, the cost of 
living has advanced to an average of 
25 per cent within the past five years, 
without a-proportionate increase in 
one’s ability to meet the advance. 

The cost of household and mining 
commodities has soared particularly 
high in the mining regions. Just what 
part of this advance can be tharged 
to the cupidity of the “company store,” 
without reference to ruling market 
values, can be somewhat surmised by 
a few excerpts from a statement made 
by a coal miner, William Camack, who 
lives in Fayette, W. Va. This miner 
starts out by saying frankly that he 
has received a 20 per cent increase in 
his wages since 1898. Then he pro 
ceeds to show how much worse off he 
is now than then. 

For bank oil he paid 58 cents a gal- 
lon in 1898, and now pays 80 cents a 
gallon. In 1898 he paid $1.20 a keg 
for powder, which now costs him 
$2.25. Other comparisons follow, the 
price first named in each instance be- 
ing the 1898 price: Flour, $3.50 per 
barrel, against $7 per barrel; bacon, 


a 


cents per pound; beef, 81-3 cents per 
pound, against 18 cents per pound; 
granulated sugar, 61-2 cents, against 
10 cents; tea, 40 cents, against 70 
cents; kerosene, 10 cents per gallon, 
against 20 cents; salt, 1 cent a pound, 
against 41-4 cents a pound; laundry 
soap, 25 cents a dozen bars, against 
50 cents a dozen; butter, 16 2-3. cents 
a pound, against 35 cents a pound. 

And so the list could be multiplied 
almost indefinitely.. The items. quoted 
will suffice to show how the miner has 
lost ground, and why he has demanded 
an increase of wages. In the case of 
Camack, while his wages had ad- 
vanced 20 per cent, his cost of living 
had increased from 650 per. cent. to 
325 per cent.

‘Just how far this order foreshadows 
an “expansive” policy in our future 
relations with the Greater and Lesser 
Antilles and the Latin American re- 
publics lying in the Caribbean basin 
is a matter of conjecture, but in the 
light of recent history in that quar. 
ter of the hemisphere, it is reasonable 
to regard the action as significant. 
With the isthmian canal under Amer- 
ican control, the Caribbean sea will be 
strategic ground for naval domination, 
and it is probably the part of wisdom 
for our squadron to get early upon it. 
Indeed, the expected future trade con- 
quest of the Orient by American com- 
mercialism, through the new isthmian 
gateway to the Pacific, makes plausi- 
ble the prediction that the Caribbean 
squadron will be the most important 
division of our navy, holding as it wil] 
the key to continents.and seas. 

The revolutionary temperament of 
the Latin-Americans, and their scant 
respect for international ethics, af- 
fords a strong enough local motive 
for patroling these waters with Amer 
ican men-o’-war, but the primary mo- 
tive has. a world-wide reach. This 
new naval departure, coupled with 
some recent public expressions of 
President Roosevelt, clearly implies 
that .the administration proposes to 
wield a stronger influence in southern 
waters than the government of the 
United States ever before contem- 
plated.

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Live Stock Exhibit One of 
the Best Ever Seen at a 
Southern Fair. 


Georgia live stock in particular and 
southern live stock in general made a 
most excellent showing at the Southern 
Interstate fair last week. A large por- 
tion of the cattle put on exhibition this 
year came from southern farms, and those 
who were selected by the management 
to pass judgment on the cattle and award 
the prizes said that no better exhibit of 
cattle, swine and sheep could have been 
made anywhere in the United States.

It nas demonstrated con- 
clusively that some of the best friends 
of the negro race are to be found among 
the white people of the south, and has, 
in many instances, unarmed a spirit of 
latent antagonism. 

“Morris Brown college was founded 
twenty years ago, and has been fosTered 
by the ninety thousand members of the 
African Methodist church in the state of 
Georgia. The school has no endowment. 
If we had a beneficiary fund out of which 
we could give a little aid to deserving 
students and an enlarged industrial’ plant 
which would furnish more of our boys 
and girls helpful employment we could 
easily have an enrollment of one thon- 
sand students. So deeply have I become 
concerned for the better mental iand 
moral training of negro’ beys and girls 
that I have been willing to make large 
sacrifices ty develop this work. If five 
or ten thousand of our white citizens could 
see the wisdom of investing a few dollars 
in an institution of this character annual- 
ly it would pay a compound interest in 
good, honorable and industrious negro cit- 
izens and would become an antidote for 
much of the race friction.” 

Professor R. R. Wright, president of 
the State Normal and Industrial Schoo!) 
for Negro Youths, compared the growth 
of the negro race for the past forty years 
with the wandering children of’ Israel 
to Gilgal, the place of liberty... He spoke 


of the material growth of the race, and: 


said that the negroes, although they 
started with nothing, now owned 1,075,000 
acres of farm land in Georgia alone and 
pay taxes on $15,000,000 worth of property. 
He complimented the past, but urged 
greater diligence and application to duty 
for the future. He argued that many of 
the complaints against the prejudtce: of 
the white race should be transferred to 
the negro himself; that he is often hi: 
own greatest enemy. He urged upon tne

should be given higher training. He de- 
clared that unfit and incompetent men 
in all professions are being crowded out. 


Dr. Edmond F. Cooke, pastor of the’ 


Wesleyan Monumental church, spoke on 
“Education and Morals.’’ He said that 
the question of the proper kind of edu- 
cation is one of the most vitial in our 
civil life. He declared that ignorance 
is a menace to good government, 
argued that improper education is worse 
than ignorance. Such education ~roduces 
a dangerous factor in the aomé and com- 
munity. Ignorance, poverty, squalor and 
want are hot beds of crime. When you 
raise a man’s moral nature you emanci- 
pate him from the control of evil forces. 
He said it was a crime to neglect the 
moral training of children. Every reas- 
onable sacrifice should be made by par- 
ents to secure for their children proper 
mental and moral training. He claimed 
that a thorough knowledge of the Bible 
was the basis rock for sound culture. He

Coroner Says Testimony Was Not 
Strong Enough Against John- 
son, but Wants Grand Jury 
To Investigate Case. 
May Give Bail.

The coroner held an inquest yesterday 
morning over the body of Emmett Mitch- 
ell, who died at the Grady hospital Sat- 
urday night from an injury received last 
Wednesday morning. 

The verdict of the jury was that death 
was the result of an injury about the 
head, and it was recommended that WIl- 
‘lam 1. Johnson be held for further in- 
vestigation. Nothing in the verdict re- 
ferred to the guflt or innocence of John- 
son. 

The coroner stated to a reporter of The 
Constitution last night that he consider- 
ed the evidence against Johnsoj: very 
light, but nevertheless the jury thought 
it best to order him held until the grand 
jury could further investigate the case. 

The evidence before the jury showed 
that Johnson and Mitchell took a ride 
together Tuesday night and went to 
Brookwood. When they returned to the 
city they drove up opposite Folsom’s 
restaurant, on Marietta street, and got 
out and entered the restaurant. The men 
appeared to be angry with each other. 
Johnson picked up a piece of stove wood 
ami struck Mitchell one blow with it. 
Mitchell fell, but got up and walked off. 
He went out of the restaurant and walk- 
ed to the corner of Broad and Marietta 
streets, where he turned toward the 
bridge. He was found next morning at 
the foot of a stairway leading to the rear 
of Folsom’s restaurant. He may have 
fallen down the stairway and the fall 
produced the injury which killed him. 

Johnson is still held in the Tower. It 
is probable that his friends will have him 
taken before a committing magistrate so 
he can give bond.

Recommendation of Committe Before 
Body More Than @ Mont). 


MAY GO TO LEGISLATURE 


Salary and Ordinance Committee To 
Submit a Report Today Favor- 
ing the Restoration of Sal- 
aries of All Men in Po- 
lice Department. 


The regular meeting of the city council 
this ‘Afternoon promises to prove one 
of interest. Several matters of import- 
ance are scheduled for consideration, and 
unless all signs fail the session of the 
city fathers will be lengthy. 

For more than a month the report and 
recommendation of the council commit- 
tee on charter revision has been before 
council, but no action has been taken 
relative to the paper. The legislature 
meets during the week, and those who 
assisted in'the preparation of the pro- 
posed new city charter have entertained 
the hope that the matter would be sub- 
mitted to the general assembly at the 
earliest possible moment. 

If council either neglects to act on the 
council committee’s report or declines 
to recommend the adoption of the report 
of the citizens’ committee of forty-nine, 
it is altogether probable ‘that the citi- 
zens’ committee will take the matter to 
the legislature itself. 

Speaking of the charfer several days 
ago, @ prominent member of the commit- 
tee of forty-nine said: 

“It is my opinion that the proposed 
new city charter prepared by the citi- 
zens’ committee will be submitted to the 
general assembly at this session in the 
event council fails to take action on the 
subject. We think the new charter is a 
good one, and it can do no possible harim 
to have the legislature authorize the city 
to refer the charter to a vote of the peo- 
ple,”’ 

May Cause Debate. 

If the matter comes up during the meet- 
ing of council today it is expected 
that a livély debate will result. The 
committee to which the report of the 
citizens’ cOmmittee was referred decided 
against a number of sections of the pro- 
posed new charter, and, the document 
which the committee reported favorably 
is somewhat different from the original 
paper. 

There are some members of council 
who are known to favor the council com- 
mittee’s report, while others are favor- 
able to the charter prepared by the citi- 
zens’ committee of forty-nine. 

The report of the salary and ordinance 
committees of council relative to a resto- 
ration of salaries of men in the police 
cepartment will also come up to be acted 
Nearly all the standing committees 
will submit reports,

Objection to Big Cars. 

Just at the present time the freight 
car is occupying a very ‘prominent place 
in railway affairs. In view of this fact 
the following from The Minneapolis 
Journal anent the complaint of certain 
shippers against the big freight cars now 
in wse will be of interest: e 

altimore grain men are complaining 
- the large cars now in use, and tne 
tenor of their statements is that a d0,vuvU 
pound capacity car is much better for 
their line of business than da car of 80,uwu 
pounds capacity, and tney would be will- 
ing to pay for ,WW pounds per car if it 
was marked 38v,000 pounds capacity. A lo- 
cal freight official, speaking of the mat- 
ter, said the grain men had become so 
used to concessions in loading cars that 
it came hard with them to submit to 
business methods and pay for the actual 
tonnage carried. Methods heretofore 
practiced have been in the nature of cut- 
ting rates by overloading cars, and with 
the big cars this cannot be done. It is 
admitted railroads cannot be expected 
to haul dead weight and cannot afford 
to forego compensation for vacant space 
in a car. It should be added that they 
have been striving for several years to 
increase minimums that a properly ade- 
quate return on investment and cost of 
transportation might be assured. With 
the repeated car’ shortages occurring and 
the railroads themselves forced to im- 
pose penalties upon one another for de- 
tention of freight car equipment, the 
transportation companies believe that the 
public, too, should contribute their quota 
for the use of these cars.’
